To see if the Town will authorize the Se- 
lectmen to sell and convey by proper deeds in the name 
of the Town any land owned by the Town or act anything 
thereon. 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will authorize the Se- 
lectmen to defend all suits that may be brought against 
the Town, employing counsel when same may be needed 
or act anything thereon. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize

($1,800.00) to be raised by taxation, or act anything 
thereon.

Finance Committee Recommendations 


The Finance 


Committee met with the Selectmen and 


the School Committee at two meetings, and discussed the 
budget items, changes were made at that time, so that 
no variances are shown in the schedules.

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Selectmen's Report 


The Board of Selectmen organized the day following 
Town meeting, with Edward J. Matuszko elected chair- 
man, William Chmura, clerk, and Edward C. Wanczyk, 
third member. Meetings were held every Monday night 
from 7:00 P.M. until all business was disposed and fur- 
ther meetings were held whenever necessary. All of our 
meetings were opened with the following prayer that 
the Board adopted: 


“PRAYER BEFORE ANY GOOD WORK” 


“Bear in mind the injunction of the Holy Apostle, 
whatsoever you do in word or in work, do all in 
the name of the Lord Jesus Christ. Resolve to 
do all things for the Glory of God in the Name of 
Jesus.” | 


The year 1954 has been a busy and a progressive one. 
Thanks to the cooperation of the citizens, the various 
town officers, employees and mother nature many pro- 
jects have been completed and many more planned for 
the coming year. 


HIGHWAYS 


Under Chapter 81 the budget is computed on 61 miles 
of town highways. For each mile the town contributes 
$125.00 with the State contributing $275.00 per mile, 
making a total of $400.00 per mile. The ratio is $1.00 
to $2.20. The excellent condition of our highways are 
mostly due to this arrangement. 


Under Chapter 90 Construction (ratio; town 1, county 
1, state 2) an excellent improvement has been made on 
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Route 47, north of the North Hadley village. On this 
project, our road superintendent, Joseph Zatyrka, has 
done an outstanding job, both as to quality and costs. 
A drainage project has been set up on Knightly Road for 
the coming year along with the continuation of recon- 
struction of Route 47. The large water shed on Knightly 
Road, together with a high water table, is the cause of ex- 
cessive maintenance costs. Inconvenience to abutters 
will be decreased or entirely eliminated. 


Under Chapter 90 maintenance (ratio; town 1, county 
1, state 1) drainage improvements were made on Route 
AT. 


In addition to the routine work done under the Gen- 
eral Highway account (town contributes all) one half 
of the town garage roof was replaced. For land dam- 
ages, $685.00 was expended. 


HIGHWAY EQUIPMENT 


Purchase of the new tractor loader has worked out 
well. Based on 88 weeks of operation at a conserva- 
tive rental of $1.75 per hour slightly more than one half 
the purchase price is now amortized. This acquisition 
has enabled the town to give valuable assistance to the 
Water District. This is the most valuable and most used 
item of equipment the town owns. The preventative 
maintenance program has produced satisfactory results. 
Here again, the Superintendent of Streets has done a 
first rate job. All the trucks and other equipment are 
in excellent repair. 


DITCHES 


Throughout the town the ditches, with a few excep- 
tions, are in good condition. Many highway drainage 
systems, including Route 9, empty into these ditches. 
Flat topography of the town necessitates maintenance 
at the present rate along with improvements in spots. 
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The third and last phase of the Aqua Vitae ditch should 
be completed this coming year. This last phase will give 
major benefits as sought by the entire project. 


DUTCH ELM DISEASE 


Inroads of this disease during the late summer and 
fall is disturbing. During 1954 79 trees were condemned. 
Our limited spraying program, although judiciously car- 
ried out in accordance with the best known practices, has 
availed questionable returns. Costs of complete spray- 
ing coverage are prohibitive. Comparable towns in Con- 
necticut have expended up to $25,000.00 a year on their 
spraying programs with doubtful results. To date it has 
been a losing battle. Our tree warden, Joseph Zatyrka, 
has worked closely with the University of Massachusetts 
authorities, attended courses and lectures, and is well 
versed on this subject. The vicious assault is cause for 
grave concern. Much study and work remains to be 
done. 


DUMPS 


Maintaining the meadow dump has been annoying and 
expensive. We earnestly ask the users to always dump 
as far to the rear as possible. Scattering refuse and 
cluttering the space near the roadway is inconsiderate 
and detrimental to other users. Cooperation even in the 
use of a dump is practicing the basic precepts of Chris- 
tianity. It may be necessary to close this dump within 
the next year or two and use the Spruce Hill dump only. 


RIVER EROSION 


Erosion in the Fort River area is terrible. It’s not a 
question of saving fertile acres any more. The situation 
gets progressively worse each year; the rate of erosion 
is alarming. Town boundaries are at stake and Route 
47 is threatened. To stop further erosion is imperative. 
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We have petitioned the General Court for relief through 
our representative, Fletcher Smith, Jr. 


NORTH HADLEY VILLAGE HALL 


The Board believes that this building should be main- ° 
tained. To do so, painting the roof is urgent and paint- 
ing the exterior walls is highly desirable. Some minor 
repairs should also be made. | 


STREET LIGHTS 


The demand for more street lights in town and outly- 
ing districts and more adequate lighting on Russell Street 
is constantly growing. There are indications that this 
demand will continue to increase, largely due to new 
homes and new developments. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT 


Responsibility for protection increases with the num- 
ber of new houses. The old Reo (hose truck) with 
wooden spoke wheels is obsolete and unsafe. The Dia- 
mond T is in fair condition. At this time some thought 
should be directed toward the purchase of a new truck. 
Qualms of conscience will not permit asking our volun- 
teer force to continue the present equipment in use for 
more than one year. 


WELFARE 


Welfare cases were somewhat less than last year, both 
local and transient. Hospital bills were somewhat less. 
The case load in all other categories remained about the 
‘same. 


NEW HIGH SCHOOL 


Completion of the New High School is a living memo- 
rial to the faith, courage and purposeful determination 
of all our citizens. This is our answer to the present 
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school generation and those to come. This most expen- 
sive undertaking in our history was met as befits the 
highest type of manliness, character and citizenship. 
Fully aware of the burden, when the ‘‘chips were down”, 
. the response was unanimous. We feel that the action of 
the townspeople can sustain their justifiable pride. 


The School Building Committee deserves our serious 
and considered statement of; the job is well done. Never 
has a group been more devoted to the public well-being. 
For the hours and hours, so generously given to study 
and thought on this difficult task, we with keen apprecia- 
tion, humbly say, THANK YOU. Your reward shall be 
in the knowledge that through you, the town has done 
its duty to our children and country. Roger C. Barstow, 
Frank C. Reynolds, Helen E. Hahn, Edward M. Podolak 
and Osborne C. West, the subcommittee on execution of 
contract, merit special commendation. It has been cor- 
rectly said that, “if a task is to be well done it must be 
given to a busy person”. Chairman Roger C. Barstow 
has proved this maxim to be true. How he found the 
time is a matter of curiosity; what is significant is that 
he did. 


We do not wish to close this report without a word of - 
appreciation to all the Officers appointed by the board, 
for their cooperation and good work. 


The Selectmen wish to thank Mr. Vernon Johnson of 
the U. S. engineers for the surveys made in town, espe- 
cially of the Aqua Vitae Swamp, Knightly Road and 
Rocky Hill Road. 


The Selectmen wish to thank the County Commission- 
ers and the Department of Public Works, Greenfield Dis- 
trict Office, for their cooperation and assistance in mak- 
ing it possible to obtain additional funds for construction 
in 1954.

I hereby submit my report as Civil Defense Director 
for 1954. Because the U. S. Air Force is establishing 
new bases in the northeast portion of the United States, 
which will be under the Strategic Air Command, the 
headquarters of the Eighth Air Force, which will have 
command over these installations, will move from Cars- 
well Air Force Base, Texas, to Westover Field Massachu- 


Since this announcement has been made the Civil De- 
fense picture in Massachusetts has changed. We in Had- 
ley are now closer to a strategic target and must be pre- 
pared to meet with any, emergency. Our job in Civil 
Defense is to warn the people that they may some time 
have to cope with emergency conditions and to tell them 
what they must do. 


Since the Eighth Air Force announcement, Hadley will 
continue to care for wounded, homeless and hungry from 
the target areas. Hadley was also given a FIRST PRI- 
ORITY in assigning dispersal areas for Civil Defense 
and Government vehicles.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


I herewith submit my annual report for the year 1954. 


Under Chapter 81 the following roads were resur- 
faced: River Road 1,584 feet, Bay Road 10,560 feet of 
roadway was resurfaced three feet on either side of the 
road. Resurfacing was done on Rocky Hill Road 5,280, 
Knightly Road 2,640, Stockbridge Road 5,280 feet, and 
North Maple Street 6,864 feet. The following gravel 
roads were resurfaced: Chmura Road 2,640 feet and 
Kielec Road 264 feet. 


Improvements were made on the following roads: Bay 
Road shoulders graded and drainage corrected, South 
Maple Street 800 feet of perforated pipe laid and 1 catch 
basin constructed with an outlet to the Fort River, on 
Stockbridge Street drainage improved, Knightly Road 
shoulders were graded, West Street West drainage im- 
proved, East Street shoulders were graded, Huntington 
Road 2 metal culverts were installed with an outlet to 
the Mr. John Bishko woodland, Mt. Warner Road con- 
sidreable improvement made by widening road.

During the year we have removed thirty-three (33) 
Dutch Elm diseased trees, and 29 other specie. Also 
one hundred and fifty-five maple trees (155) were 
planted along the Town highways during the year. 


Elm trees were sprayed twice for control of the Bark 
Beetle, Leaf Beetle and Gypsy Moth.

To the Citizens of Hadley: 


A sanitary survey made under the supervision of the 
District Health Office shows that of 91 private sources of 
water supply inspected in the North Hadley village, 66 
do not meet minimum standards as established by the 
Massachusetts Department of Health. Of 53 privies in- 
spected, 52 stand disapproved. The extension of the 
District Water Supply System to include this area will 
be extremely helpful in overcoming these deplorable con- 
ditions. Your Board has urged this action, yet in all 
humility and truthfulness the solution of this most seri- 
ous problem confronting the Board, has been handed to 
us by the foresight of the Water Commissioners, and the 
providential gift in the form of an enormous water supply 
of excellent quality in the Mt. Warner area. 


The number of nuisance complaints have decreased. 


Cases of communicable diseases reported are much less 
as compared to 1958. 


The two day course conducted for the benefit of food 
handlers was both practical and constructive. 


Valuable technological assistance in the form of charts, 
tables and literature pertaining to sewage disposal sys- 
tems have been obtained from the sanitarian of the city 
of Pittsfield and the Massachusetts Department of 
Health. 


A methodical program of inspection of all licensed 
establishments and places serving food was carried out 
by the Board of Health Agent, Dr. Maurice Kennedy. 
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The supervision of installation of adequate sewage dis- 
posal systems was a job well done. 


To work with the selfless, civic-minded Public Nurse 
Committee was a spirit restoring experience. See index 
for their report.

To the Citizens of Hadley: 


The primary function of the Planning Board is to 
make careful studies of the resources, possibilities and 
needs of the town, both present and future, particularly 
with respect to conditions affecting public health and 
proper housing of its inhabitants. The term, needs of 
the town, includes many subjects, reaching into and 
affecting every individual, every enterprise, and every 
local agency both elective and appointive. The study 
includes; first, collection of all existing information on 
any given subject; second, evaluation; and third, con- 
clusions in the form of recommendations, then ways and 
means of seeing to it that recommendations, so arrived 
at, are followed and put into effect. Without the last 
no benefit comes to the town, hence all this work is wasted 
except that the minds of a few planners are improved 
by mental exercise. 


Effectiveness of this job rests entirely upon the quali- 
fications of its members. To evaluate the many differ- 
ent factors, raised by any problem, requires a high de- 
gree of intelligent thinking, based on experience and 
training. 


One sub-division was worked out and approved to the 
complete satisfaction of the Board and every one con- 
cerned. 


Several disputes as to placement of new buildings were 
reconciled. 


In the past years the Planning Board has made a good 
start but a lot remains to be done. Among many others, 
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the following are a few problems which require atten- 
tion:

Public Health Nursing Committee 


At the last Town Meeting held February 8, 1954 it was 
voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,000.00 for 
the purpose of hiring a Public Health Nurse, who was to 
be under the direction of the Board of Health. 


In order to inaugurate public health work in Hadley 
the Selectmen invited a group of men and women to form 
a committee to help establish the policies, provide the 
equipment, and examine candidates for the job of Public 
Health Nurse. It was decided to call the group the Had- 
ley Public Health Nursing Committee, with the following 
officers elected: president, Mrs. Robert Pierce; vice- 
president, Mrs. Earle Parsons; treasurer, Mr. Charles 
Szafir; secretary, Mrs. John Sessions. The townspeople 
who gave their time and effort generously to this serv- 
ice were: Dr. Maurice Kennedy, Mr. Joseph Porter, Mon- 
signor John Wielock, Mrs. Edward Banack, Mrs. Frank 
Horton, Mr. Leonard Waters, Mr. Donald Hazen, Mr. 
Lewis West, Mrs. Charles Wojewoda, Mr. Roger John- 
son, Mrs. Henry Drozdal, Mrs. Edward Kelley, Mr. Er- 
nest Hibbard, Mrs. Henry Kokoski, Jr. and Mrs. John 
Martula. 


By April the committee had endorsed Mrs. Roland 
Vanasse as Hadley’s Public Health Nurse. The selection 
was ratified by the selectmen. Supplies and equipment 
were ready for her use. The hospitals and physicians 
were notified that her services were available. Doctors 
could send patients to their homes knowing that Mrs. 
Vanasse could carry out the essential care or medica- 
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tion which they ordered. She could also help mothers 
of new babies get started in routines of baby care and 
feeding. Pre-school children were visited to help moth- 
ers carry out recommendations made at Well Child 
Clinics. The resources of special clinics for hearing and 
speech were made possible with the nurse’s help. 


In the Fall of 1954 the School Board selected Mrs. 
Vanasse to fill the position of school nurse during school 
mornings. The addition of these duties necessitated her 
carrying out the program of health work in the homes 
during the afternoons and on Saturdays. _ 


Working for what is best for Hadley in matters of 
health, whether in homes or in the schools, the Hadley 
Public Health Nursing Committee has endeavored to 
provide means towards good health for everyone.

The committee acknowledges with thanks the gift of a 
strip of land by Mr. and Mrs. Stuart Russell, for the 
enlargement and improvement of the Hockanum Ceme- 
tery. The area is approximately one acre. A little pre- 
liminary work was done in starting construction of an 
extension of the stone wall across the front of the ceme- 
tery, the foundation trench was dug and the Highway 
Department dumped trap rock into it.

Work was 
done there in blowing up the ledge to procure material.

Explanation of Budget 


It is extremely difficult at this,time to estimate the 
cost of operating and maintaining the new Hopkins Aca- 
demy Building. The cost of operating other buildings 
with the same cubic footage and equipment has been 
determined and a comparison made for estimation pur- 
poses. Naturally, it will require more light, heat, water, 
soap, Wax, supplies, and man-hours to maintain the 
building. We believe our figures to be conservative. 


Transportation is a special problem. It is now neces- 
sary for two buses to make two trips and this is incon- 
venient for everyone. If we trade in our two older 
buses with a total seating capacity of 87 pupils for two 
large buses with a total seating capacity of 118 pupils, 
we will have the advantage of an additional bus with- 
out actually increasing the number of buses being oper- 
ated. This is good business practice and the costs of 
the buses are reimbursable to the town. It then may be 
possible to eliminate double runs. 


The teachers’ salary item has been increased to take 
care of additional staff members and pay increases due 
to normal increments and anticipated increases for other 
factors such as a change in the minimum salary scale.

About 27% of the budget would be reimbursed to the 
Town by the State or other outside agencies. 


*This is approximately the same net increase as last 
year. Actually the state formula for the Annual Finan- 
cial Grant to towns of less than 5,000 population is based 
on the number of full-time school staff members, not the 
number of children enrolled. Therefore, each additional 
teacher appointed to relieve overcrowded classrooms or 
to facilitate new courses means additional increased state 
aid. This tends to absorb the cost of other increased 
areas. In the area of transportation, we will receive an- 
other 14 of the cost of the bus purchased in 1954, and 
1, of the total cost of the two new buses purchased in 
1955. This reimbursement will keep coming into the 
town for each succeeding year until the three year period 
has ended on each particular bus and the total cost has 
been completely reimbursed.

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Report of School Committee 


To the Worthy Citizens of Hadley: 


Another year has come to pass, and with the passing, 
time again calls upon your School Board to enlighten 
fellow citizens as to what it has accomplished. To this 
calling, your School Committee can sincerely answer 
that it has met many, many times, and has worked late . 
into the night to obtain for its neighbors the utmost in 
educational value for each appropriated dollar. 


Here are some of the highlights which occurred in our 
school system during the past year. 


1. Russell School’s wood-trim was painted and the win- 
dows reconditioned.

. A new 60 passenger school bus was purchased (no 
trade-in). 


3. A third first grade class was established. 


4. An additional janitor was hired shortly before the 
end of the year to take care of the new building, 
and also drive the school bus when requested to do 
So. 


5. The teachers’ room in the Russell School was thor- 
oughly reconditioned, and a folding cot was pur- 
chased for it. 


6. Suspended Vocational Household Arts program un- 
til such time as facilities are in order, and also a 
teacher is available who will be approved by the 
State. 


. Pay increases were given to school personnel as 
usual.

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8. A Remedial Reading Program was instituted in the 
schools. 

9. Responsibility for, and maintenance of the North 
Hadley School Building was turned over to the Had- 
ley Selectmen. 

The School Committee is planning to re-establish Vo- 
cational Shop training at Hopkins Academy as soon as 
possible. Potential candidates for this program have 
been interviewed from time to time in the past year, but 
a definite selection has not been made because of the pro- 
longed construction of the new high school building. The 
vocational shop set-up will be in the new building. 

This past year, more than in the previous recent years, 
we might say, to plan ahead to any great extent, was al- 
most impossible. One of the principal reasons for this, 
really, was the indefiniteness and speculation involved in 
whether or not the new high school building would be 
completed by the first of last September. Right up into 
the late summer, authorities in the know, informed us 
to plan on having classes in the new building on the open- 
ing day of school in September. Fortunately, for all con- 
cerned, your School Committee, with the help of our 
Superintendent, Mr. Porter, agreed to house all pupils, 
including those of North Hadley, in the center of town 
just in case. 

Even though conditions were crowded because of the 
uncertain situation, classes met in the old buildings as 
scheduled on the opening day of school without confusion. 

However, it is a fact, that at the time of writing this 
report, many folks were quite happy to know that classes 
were in session at the new Hopkins Academy. “Ever 
May She Stand.”

Table I shows a total of 593 pupils in the system as of 
October 1, 1954. From the figures of October 1, 1953, 
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we find a total enrollment of 558, thus there has been an 
increase of 85 pupils in our schools in one year. There 
have been 108 additional pupils added to our enrollment 
in the last three years. 


On the philosophy that small classes are especially de- 
sirable in the lower grades where the beginning skills 
must be mastered, three first grades were created with a 
total enrollment of 68 children. This does not mean that 
three rooms will be needed for this number as they ad- 
vance through the grades when their beginning skills 
have been developed. The kindergarten classes are 
smaller this year, and although some eligible children 
are not enrolled, such was the case also last year. It 
is most interesting and important to note that the Birth 
Rate in 1948 was 68, the exact number now enrolled in 
our first grade six years later. The Birth Rate in 1949 
was 57, eleven less than the previous year; these chil- 
dren, for the most part, are now in our kindergarten. 
In all probability it will not be necessary to have three 
first grades next year. The Birth Rate in 1950 was even 
less with a total of 56. The large influx of the 1951 
Birth Rate of 92 will be felt in Kindergarten in 1956 and 
in the first grade the following year. It may be neces- 
sary to have three first grades in 1957 and carry them 
as three classes all along through the grades. The Birth 
Rate in 1952 drops down again to a total of 67. Table 
II indicates this trend:

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How much the town may grow because of plans at the 
University of Massachusetts is hard to say. It has been 
announced that the University plans for an enrollment 
of 10,000 very shortly and that their large building pro- 
gram will continue and increase in intensity. This may 
indeed swell our.enrollment beyond predicted figures and 
indicate additional classroom needs. Hadley will not be 
the only community faced with this problem. 


Table III is a projected enrollment for Hopkins Aca- 
demy.

Without an unforeseen spurt of population we may 
well have about 800 pupils in our system by 1961. With 
the development of real estate it may go way above that 
figure. 


Only five years ago, 1949, the total enrollment was 464. 
This represents quite a total increase of pupils in the last 
few years and for the future and naturally implies a 
higher budget.

Russell School 

Russell is now back to the normal use of the four class- 
rooms. Because of the enrollment picture there are two 
5th and two 6th grades housed here. The basement 
room is being used for the special reading class. 
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A teachers’ room with lavatory has been provided, and 
much work has been done to keep the building in good 
condition. 


Hooker School 

Except for some painting and a few miscellaneous 
items, Hooker School is in good condition. The teachers 
and pupils are very glad to have their All-Purpose Activ- 
ity Room again where school plays may be held and music 
classes held with the benefit of a piano. 


Music Department 

We were all deeply shocked and saddened by the sud- 
den death of Charles B. Farnam, our Supervisor of Mu- 
sic. He will long be remembered for his excellent work 
with the youth of Hadley. However, we have to move 
ahead in the field of music and our present staff members 
are endeavoring to carry on in the tradition of excellence 
relative to this department. 


Art Depariment 

With the opening of the new building, it will now be 
possible to offer various art activities that had to be cur- 
tailed in the past due to inadequate facilities. Mrs. 
Florence Utley, Supervisor of Art, is looking forward to 
an increased interest in the field of Art Activity and Art 
Appreciation. 
Cafeteria 

The Cafeteria has been most successful this year under 
the managership of Jean Mushenski. Although surplus 
commodities are not as abundant this year as compared 
to last year, the financial structure is very sound.

It is doubtful that the Hooker Cafeteria will be able 
to handle any unexpected surge of enrollment or even 
handle expected increases without overflowing into the 
Hooker All-Purpose Activity Room. This would be un- 
fortunate for the children in this school and therefore 
some consideration must be given to this approaching 
problem. 


Special Areas 

Remedial Reading: 

Because of the natural spread in degree of reading 
readiness, native ability, and rate of development chil- 
dren have a wide range in their ability to grasp and 
maintain ‘a working knowledge in the elements of read- 
ing. Reading is not a subject, but is a process which 
goes on constantly and affects ali other areas of the cur- 
riculum. It is, therefore, found that some children need 
special attention to enable them to have an adequate 
mastery of reading skills. The regular classroom teach- 
er must of necessity gear most of her work to the aver- 
age child and hasn’t the time nor facilities to work with 
those needing extra special teaching. The reading teach- 
er takes the child where they are in reading develop- 
ment, regardless of what grade, and builds a firm founda- 
tion from that point. Individual and small group con- 
centration is absolutely necessary at this point. 

This should not be confused with a “Special Class”. 
Only children with fairly normal development wil! bene- 
fit by this type of instruction, and mentally retarded chil- 
dren are not admitted. Children with above normal in- 
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telligence may not be good readers because of Some minor 
difficulty that can be cleared up by expert diagnosis and 
remedial treatment. 


We have also this year greatly increased the time given 
for the basic skills in Grades 7 and 8 to coincide with the 
length of time devoted to them on the lower levels. 
Reading, Arithmetic, English, etc., are now taught 5 days 
a week instead of 3 days as in the past. This necessity 
was seen after a series of conferences last year between 
the Superintendent and the 7th and 8th grade teachers, 
and by our testing program. 


The length of the school day was increased on all 
levels. In order to increase the length of the six high 
school academic periods from 40 to 45 minutes each, it 
was necessary to lengthen their day by 30 minutes. Long- 
er periods were essential for the full development of the 
academic skills. 


The elementary grades had their day increased by fif- 
teen minutes and dismissal time coincides with the high 
school level so as to facilitate a workable transportation 
plan. Also, this time is used to excellent advantage in 
relation to the fundamental skills as already outlined. 
Our increased stress on the basic skills is most important. 


Hadley is the envy of other communities for having 
such a worthwhile program. 


I wish to thank the School Committee, Teachers, Chil- 
dren and you, the citizens of Hadley, for the understand- 
ing shown during the past year. It was a difficult year 
for us all due to the building and enrollment problems 
and your support is most appreciated.

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school Health Report 


To the Superintendent of Schools and Members of the 
School Committee, Hadley, Massachusetts 


The functions of the public health nurse in the schools 
have changed and expanded considerably in the last 
decade. Health is now concerned with optimum physi- 
cal, emotional and social well-being of the individual. 
An appraisal of the child’s health status is replacing 
emphasis on correction of defects. 


Improved methods of screening children in need of 
health services are increasingly being used in schools. 


The following activities are being carried on by your 
school nurse. Emergency First Aid is being provided 
for all minor injuries. Whenever it is deemed advisable 
pupils are referred to the school physician or the family 
physician. 


The Lions Club has presented the Mass. Vision testing 
machine to the school. The screening of children for 
vision defects has already been started. 


The State requirements in testing of vision and hear- 
ing have been made more rigid. In the past year the 
scope of work has been extended considerably. Hach 
student is to be tested each year in vision and hearing. 


Three students are attending a Health Clinic for 
Speech Theraphy, two at the Franklin County Public 
Hospital and one at the Springfield Hospital. 


Dr. Maurice Kennedy has already examined many stu- 
dents as required by the State Health Regulations. The 
purpose of the health appraisal is to find the children 
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with defects or health problems who need diagnosis or 
treatment, or both. The mere detection of defects is of 
little merit except as it results in needed medical care. 


Conferences with the parents are considered more pro- 
ductive than a written notice. A telephone conference, 
a visit by the parent to school, or a visit to the home by 
the nurse are means used for counseling with parents. 
Weighing and measuring is a means of interesting the 
child in his own growth and development and screens 
children for referral to the nurse for a followup. 


No contagious diseases have been reported at this time. 


It is a pleasure at this time and in one’s first report 
to recall how splendid the cooperation has been of mem- 
bers of the School Department and parents and to thank 
them and all others who in so many ways have con- 
tributed to whatever success the year’s program may 
have enjoyed.
